Glenwood springs which is part of Garfield County was originally known as “Defiance”. Established in 1883 it was populated with 
crowds of gamblers, gunslingers, and prostitutes. The town name was shortly changed to Glenwood Springs after Town Founder Isaac 
Cooper s wife Sarahs hometown of Glenwood, Iowa. Located off the Colorado and Fork River, it was a prime location for commerce. The 
census population at the time of issuance was roughly 900. 

This offering is nothing short of a miracle with just a mere $350 out in 1910. The bank was chartered in June of 1887 and liquidated 
in just four years with issuance of only these Five Dollar brown backs. An 1887 date at lower right which is just 1 1 years after Colorado 
was proclaimed as the 38th state of the union. Very strong body throughout although suffering from a few minor stains and splits. Strong 
banking signatures remain and nice margins are welcomed.
